Failure to perform job duties 
and insubordination were the 
reasons given for the termination 
of City Manager Larry Myatt 
during a special called meeting 
of the Hickman Commission on 
Tuesday, Oct. 16. Mayor Pro- 
tem Phillip Williams presided 
over the meeting in the absence 
of Mayor David Lattus. 

City Clerk Donna Haney read 
Preliminary Resolution 12-36 
removing the City Manager from 
office as such and suspending 
him from further service. 

After the resolution was read 
Commissioner Roger Adams 
asked why the reasons for 
removal stated in the resolution 
were not the same as what was 
stated in the Oct. 8 meeting. 
‘T thought it was complaints,” 
stated Commissioner Adams. 
He asked why it wasn’t listed in 
the preliminary resolution. 

City Attorney Leanna 
Wilkerson wrote the resolution 
with those two items after 
listening to what was said in 
the Oct. 8 meeting. “Those are 
the items she chose to list after 
covering what was said during 
the Commission meeting,” 
stated City Clerk Haney. 

Mayor Pro-tem Williams also 
noted that the minutes from the 
Oct. 8 meeting are part of the 
official record and would be 
included in any documentation 
and be official.

commented, “and I don’t know 
what to tell them.”

Fulton County High School 
(FCHS) Senior Jeral Mack and 
several members of the student 
council addressed the school 
board on Thursday night, Oct. 18 
seeking approval for an out-of- 
state trip. Twenty-four students 
have raised approximately 
$9,000 to take a trip to Florida 
for four days in April. They need 
to raise approximately $4,000 
in additional funds to cover the 
cost of the trip. 

Members of the school board 
were hesitant to approve the 
trip. Comments were made 
regarding previous senior trips 
that the board did not approve. 

Superintendent Dennis 

Bledsoe did seek advice from 
Allison Whitledge, the board’s 
attorney. “I believe legally it 
is a school trip and it needs 
our approval,” stated Bledsoe. 
“The funds are coming out of a 
school controlled account, it is 
taking place during the school 
year, and it is an overnight trip 
out of state.” Mr. Bledsoe and 
the board members informed 
the students and parents present 
that the items being discussed 
were legal issues of student 
safety, teacher safety and 
responsibility, transportation 
safety, board and school liability 


from nothing to firing,” said 
Commissioner Adams. “They 
wouldn’t do you that way at 
your job.” 

“Larry did not have the 
support of the people or the 
town,” stated Connnissioner 
Charles Choate. “He did not 
have the support of the business 
people.”

Brown family relocates here from West Virginia 


My great-grandfather, 

Shadrack Brown, came to Fulton 
County, Ky., from West Va., 
what was then called Old Ky., in 
the 1700s. He purchased 2000 
acres of land south of Hickman. 
In due time he donated land 
for the Brownsville Cemetery, 
where a number of his relatives 
are buried. 

The little village, which 
consisted of one church, one 
store, and several houses, as now 
stands, was named Brownsville 
in honor of him. Shadrack 
Brown ran away to Texas when 
he thought he had killed a man, 
he returned to clear his name, 
went back to Texas where he 
died. He fathered three children 
— Loyd Brown, Henrette Brown 


Hamby, and Sarah Elizabeth 
Brown Bent, my grandmother 
(1841-1927). Sarah married 
James W. Benton (18 - - 1916). 
They had Minnie Benton

Kentucky is an “At Will” 
state, not a “Right to Work” 
state and an individual can be 
fired on the spot. 

Myatt does have a right to 
repeal his termination by the 
Commission. 

Commissioners Choate, 
Yandal, and Williams all voted 
for the preliminary resolution 
with Connnissioner Adams 
voting no. 

Commissioner Choate noted 
that Commissioner Adams 
shouldn’t vote on this matter 
because of his relationship with 
Myatt. 

Commissioner Adams said 
that it pertains to immediate 
family, not in-laws. 

The City ordinance addresses 
immediate family, not in-laws. 

Both Commissioner Choate 
and Yandal sought advice from 
the Kentucky League of Cities 
and they said he “shouldn’t 
vote.” 

“They said I shouldn’t vote, 
not that I cannot vote,” added 
Commissioner Adams. 

“It’s a conflict of interest,” 
noted Commissioner Yandal. 

Commissioner Adams’ “no” 
vote on Oct. 8 did not change the 
outcome of the vote to terminate 
Myatt. It was a 3 to 2 vote and 
if Adams had abstained it would 
have been 3 to 1 in favor of 
terminating Myatt.

The deadline to file to be a 
write-in candidate in the No¬ 
vember 6, 2012, General Elec¬ 
tion is October 26, 2012, and 
Secretary of State Alison Lun- 
dergan Grimes is reminding 
interested individuals to turn in 
their paperwork and filing fee to 
the appropriate filing officer. 

“I encourage candidates to 
file their paperwork ahead of 
the deadline to ensure there are 
no deficiencies in their filings,” 
said Grimes. “There is no op¬ 
portunity to change documents 


after the filing deadline.” 

Under Kentucky law, write-in 
candidates for any office must 
file a Declaration of Intent to be 
a Write-In Candidate and pay a 
statutorily prescribed filing fee. 
Write-in candidates for Presi¬ 
dent and Vice President must 
also file a list of presidential 
electors pledged to the candi¬ 
dates. Write-in votes cast for in¬ 
dividuals who have not satisfied 
the filing requirements will not 
be counted. 

For offices that file with the 


Secretary of State, write-in can¬ 
didates must file by 4:00 p.m. 
EDT on October 26th. Write-in 
candidates for offices that file 
with the county clerk must file 
by 4:00 p.m. local time on that 
date. If candidates choose to 
mail their filing papers, the doc¬ 
uments must be received by the 
appropriate office by 4:00 p.m. 
local time on October 26th, and 
candidates should plan accord¬ 
ingly.

Kentucky drivers entering peak season for deer collisions 


If asked to identify the most 
dangerous animal in the United 
States, most people, depending 
on where they live, would likely 
point first to a bear, mountain 
lion, alligator or even a shark. 
While those all seem like logi¬ 
cal choices, statistics from the 
Insurance Information Institute 
reveal that the deadliest animal 
roaming the countryside is actu¬ 
ally the white-tailed deer. 

According to the Insurance In¬ 
formation Institute’s estimates, 
each year across the nation 
white-tailed deer are respon¬ 
sible for tens of thousands of in¬ 
juries and the deaths of approxi¬ 
mately 150 Americans simply 
by causing car accidents. Those 
collisions also carry the hefty 
price tag of $4.6 billion annu¬ 
ally in insurance claims. Na¬ 
tionally, Kentucky is considered 
a “medium risk” state for the 
likelihood of drivers colliding 
with deer, ranking 22nd overall 
last year in collision frequency. 
Data from the Kentucky State 
Police (KSP), however, shows 
that these collisions have de¬ 
fined seasonal peaks. More than 
47% of all collisions with deer 
in Kentucky take place during 
the months of October, Novem¬ 
ber and December. 

Analysis by the Highway 
Loss Data Institute reveals that 
an average of 14.1 animal col¬ 
lisions per 1,000 drivers oc¬ 
curs nationally each November. 
Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) 
Insurance claims data shows 
that drivers statewide nearly 
doubled the national average in 
November of 2011, hitting deer 
on roadways at a clip of 28.05 
per 1,000 drivers. As a result of 
those collisions, KFB Insurance 
customers filed more than $4.2 
million in claims during No¬ 
vember alone. 

For the entire year of 2011, 
KSP data reports Kentuckians 
were in a total of 2,976 auto¬ 
mobile collisions with deer, re¬ 
sulting in 146 injuries and three 
deaths. Approximately $19.6 
million in KFB Insurance deer 
collision claims were filed in 
2011, but nearly 45% of those 
claims resulted from accidents 
occurring in the three-month 
peak season of October, No¬ 
vember and December. 

“Looking at numbers his¬ 
torically we can easily predict 
deer collision claims are going 
to rise dramatically in the fall 
and peak in November,” said 
Bill Reddington, KFB’s Direc¬ 
tor of Actuarial Services, “but 
we are also careful to remember 
that these are not just numbers. 
These are real people experi¬ 


encing real accidents. We hope 
that by calling attention to this 
annual spike in deer strikes we 
can increase driver awareness 
and help prevent tragedy on 
Kentucky’s roads.” 

Why are deer seen and struck 
on the roadways more often 
during this time of year? These 
three months are also the peak 
season when deer are breeding, 
and the animals are less inclined 
to shy away from busy high¬ 
ways and speeding automobiles 
if other deer are nearby. 

As October is now here, Ken¬ 
tucky’s drivers are entering the 
peak three-month season for 
deer collisions. Motorists need 
to be aware of this hazard and 
recognize that they are twice as 
likely as usual to hit a deer on 
the road in the months of Octo¬ 
ber and December. In November 
that probability climbs higher 
still as drivers in most Kentucky 
counties are three times as like¬ 
ly to collide with a deer on the 
road. Furthermore, there are 30 
counties where drivers become 
four to seven times as likely to 
hit a deer during November’s 
peak season. 

With the anticipated jump 
in activity from deer found on 
the roadways, motorists should 
drive slower and be aware of 
their surroundings even more 
than usual. Deer are most likely 
to be seen at dusk and dawn near 
tree-lined roadways or areas 
that transitions from open fields 
to forest or water, but drivers

must remember that deer are 
wild animals and often exhibit 
unpredictable behaviors when 
on or near road. 

KFB advises motorists to 
drive defensively on the road¬ 
ways this fall, especially when 
headed into wooded areas where 
deer are prevalent. 

Tips to help drivers avoid deer 
collisions: 

Watch for deer crossing signs. 
These signs are posted to warn 
drivers that certain stretches of 
the road are commonly popu¬ 
lated with deer. Do not ignore 
the warning. 

Be aware of the time. Deer 
are most commonly seen along 
roadways in the early morning 
and evening hours. Exercise ad¬ 
ditional caution if traveling dur¬ 
ing these times of day. 

When driving after dark, use 
high-beam headlights to in¬ 
crease the range of vision. 

If a deer is spotted on or near 
the road, slow down immedi¬ 
ately. 

Don’t swerve if a deer is in the 
road. Brake firmly but keep the 
vehicle headed in a straight line. 
A swerving vehicle can confuse 
the animal and prevent it from 
picking a direction to fiee, and, 
worse yet, the driver could lose 
control and hit a tree or another 
car. 

Always wear a seatbelt. The 
Kentucky State Police says that 
most people injured or killed in 
automobile collisions with deer 
are not wearing seat belts.

Supplemental revenue assistance payments 
sign-up period for 2011 crop losses 


Farm Service Agency State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley announced the sign¬ 
up period for the 2011 crop 
year Supplemental Revenue 
Assistance Payments (SURE) 
program opened Oct. 22, 2012 
and end June 7,2013. The SURE 
program authorizes assistance 
to farmers and ranchers who 
suffered crop losses caused 
by natural disasters occurring 
through Sept. 30, 2011. 

“Any eligible producer who 
suffered losses during the 
2011 crop year is encouraged 
to contact the FSA office to 
learn more about the SURE 
program and how to apply,” said 
McCauley. 

Production losses due to 
disasters occurring after Sept. 
30, 2011, are not eligible for 
disaster program coverage. 

To be eligible for SURE, a 
farm or ranch must have: 

At least a 10-percent 
production loss on a crop of 
economic significance; 

A policy or plan of insurance 
under the Federal Crop Insurance 
Act or the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) for all economically 
significant crops; 

Been physically located in 
a county that was declared 
a primary disaster county 
or contiguous county by 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
under a Secretarial Disaster 
Designation. 

Without a Secretarial Disaster 
Designation, individual 

producers may be eligible if 
the actual production on the 
farm is less than 50 percent of 
the normal production on the 
farm due to a natural disaster. 
A “farm” for SURE purposes 
means the entirety of all crop 
acreage in all counties that a 
producer planted or intended to 
be planted for harvest for normal 
commercial sale or on-farm 
livestock feeding, including 
native and improved grassland 
intended for haying. 

Producers considered socially 
disadvantaged, a beginning 
farmer or rancher, or a limited

Fall is the time to think 
about all those flowers we 
associate with spring: daffodils, 
crocus, and other easy-to-grow 
flowering bulbs. If you aren’t 
growing any spring-flowering 
bulbs in your landscape, you are 
missing out on some easy-to- 
grow plants that provide early 
color to your garden. 

These bulbs are planted in fall 
because it corresponds to the 
end of their natural dormancy. 
Most of these plants begin root 
growth in fall, followed by a cool 
stratification period necessary 
for proper flower development 
and then shoot growth in late 
winter and early spring. 

No matter which bulbs you 
select, remember that the largest 
bulbs will produce the greatest 
show next spring. However, 
smaller bulbs will still produce 
some flowers, and these may be 
the best choice for mass planting 
or naturalizing. Avoid any bulbs 
that feel lightweight as these 
may have severely dried during 
storage. 

It’s important to plant 
flowering bulbs at the proper

depth, so inquire about plant 
depth at the nursery or follow 
the label directions. A light 
application of bone meal 
fertilizer at planting is often 
recommended, though probably 
not necessary. Most bulbs do not 
need fertilization until growth 
emerges in the spring. When 
you see plants emerging, apply 
1 to 2 pounds per 100 square 
feet of a complete fertilizer (like 
10-10-10). 

Once flowering occurs, 
remove the faded blooms, but 
don’t remove the foliage. The 
leaves produce sugars and other 
compounds necessary for the 
bulb to overwinter and bloom 
again the next spring. Most 
bulbs will enter dormancy in 
late spring or early summer and 
will renew growth, starting with 
the root system in the fall.

Dr. Freeman shares recent improvements 
in the fight against breast cancer

This year alone, more than 178,500 
American women will be diagnosed 
with invasive breast cancer and about 
40,000 will die. While doctors and 
scientists are still working toward 
a cure, they are making progress in 
fighting this deadly disease. Breast 
cancer death rates have dropped in 
recent years thanks to early detection, 
new technology and improved 
treatments. 

Early detection is one of the most 
important factors in the lowering breast 
cancer fatality rates. Though the chance 
of a woman having breast cancer during her life is one in eight, the 
chance of dying from breast cancer is only one in 33. If the cancer 
is found before it spreads to other parts of the body, it is much easier 
to treat. Therefore, it is recommended that women perform breast 
monthly self-examinations beginning at an early age. When women 
know how their breasts usually feel, they can more easily detect 
unusual lumps early and report them to a physician. 

According to the National Breast Cancer Foundation, women in 
their 20s and 30s should also receive a clinical breast exam from 
their doctor every three years while women age 40 and over should 
have a clinical breast exam and a mammogram, a type of x-ray 
for the breast, every year. Women with relatives who have had 
breast cancer should begin getting mammograms five years before 
that relative was diagnosed, as breast cancer can be passed down 
genetically. 

Scientists have also identified genes associated with a higher risk 
of breast cancer and are able to track these genes. In the future, 
the ability to foresee the likelihood of a person developing breast 
cancer will become more of a reality, leading to earlier detection 
and increased survival rates. 

Doctors are exploring different ways of examining the internal 
structure of the breast to detect cancer. Though none have proven 
as effective as high-quality mammography, many different types of 
images are helping doctors learn more about the causes of breast 
cancer, the way it spreads and new treatments. Mammograms are 
less effective for young women and women who are pregnant 
because they have denser breasts that could more easily hide a 
tumor. For these women, an MRI, an internal imaging system that 
uses magnetic waves, is sometimes recommended in conjunction 
with a mammogram. A breast ultrasound is also often used to 
determine if a lump is a cyst or a solid mass. After other tests 
indicate the possibility of breast cancer, a biopsy may be performed 
to determine if the lump is cancerous. During a biopsy, a sample of 
tissue is removed and the cells are tested for cancer. 

As technology has improved, so have breast cancer treatments. 
Where once a mastectomy to remove the entire breast was the 
only surgical option for breast cancer, doctors now routinely 
perform lumpectomies, leaving the breast intact. Combination 
chemotherapy, the use of multiple drugs to combat breast cancer, is 
now standardized practice and less experimental. 

While improved technology has led to better outcomes for 
breast cancer patients, the best tool in early detection is a woman’s 
familiarity with her own body and medical history. Women should 
talk to their doctors about the correct way to perform a monthly 
breast self exam and discuss any incidence of cancer in her family’s 
history. A physician can assess risk factors and develop a strategy 
for early intervention when necessary.

Yearly mammograms detect Williams breast 
cancer in early stages, on the road to recovery

“It knocks you for a loop when 
you first find out,” stated Joyce 
Williams, of Hickman. Williams 
was diagnosed with breast cancer 
in September 2011 following a 
couple of mammograms and an 
ultrasound at Parkway Regional 
Hospital. The cancer was 
detected in the right breast and 
was 8 millimeters in size in the 
first stages. 


“I was very faithful with 
having a mammogram every 
year,” she said. “I even made 
sure my children got one, too.” 

When Williams’ lumpectomy 
was performed, her doctors also 
removed one lymph node. “Dr. 
Daniel Howard, in Paducah, 
could tell by looking at it that it 
was cancerous,” she said. “They 
didn’t have to do a biopsy.” 
Thankfully, no cancer was found 
in the lymph node. 

Before finding out that she 
had breast cancer, Williams did 
notice a moderate weight gain 
and her breathing was beginning 
to be labored. “I just thought 
it was from the weight gain,” 
she said about her difficulty 
breathing. 

After her surgery Williams 
began her 16 rounds of harsh 
chemotherapy treatments of 
Adriamycin/Cytoxan at Lourdes 
Hospital in Paducah. That’s 
when her energy level decreased. 
“I felt drained,” Williams said. “I 


was somewhat sick. As long as 
I took my meds when I felt it 
coming on I didn’t throw up like 
some people.” 

A couple of treatments in 
Williams noticed that her hair 
started to fall out. “I called a 
friend when it first happened 
and they took care of me,” she 
said. “They came and shaved 
my head.” This prompted her 
son and nephews to shave their 
heads to show their support. 

T became known 
for my many hats,” she 
said. “I wore a lot of 
them. Some of them 
were given to me that 
displayed cancer logos 
on them.” 

The sixteen rounds 
of chemotherapy 

was followed by four 
treatments of Taxol. 
“Taking Taxol resulted 
in growing new finger 
nails,” she said. 

One rough patch 
occurred in January. “I 
was hospitalized when 
my blood count dropped 
and I had a bad case of 
bronchitis,” she said. 
“I needed two pints of 

blood.” 

Through it all, Williams said 
her family and friends have been 
very supportive. “They have all 
been great,” she said. “All my 
kids live out of town but they 
were all here the day I had my 
surgery. My daughter, Michelle, 
stayed with me for a week, taking 
time off of work.” 

Friends Linda Miller and 
Roxanne Huffstutter check on 
her from time to time. “All my 
friends were kind and helpful,” 
she noted. “When people saw 
me they would ask if I needed 
anything.” 

For the most part, even 
though at times it was rough 
and some things snow balled 
during Williams’ experience 
with cancer, she has been very 
pleased with all of her doctors. 

“The Health Department has 
been fabulous. Dr. Howard, Dr. 
Cronkite and Dr. Winkler have 
been so good to me,” she said. “I 
did cry at times and wonder why 
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this happened to me, but I have 
been pretty lucky, too.” 

She still has routine visits with 
her doctors every three to six 
months and will be taking Aridex 
for five years. “They won’t say I 
am cancer free until I finish my 
five years on the pill I take every 
day,” she said. “I have some scar 
tissue that they are keeping an 
eye on, too.” 

Her next doctor ’ s appointments 
are in November with Dr. Winker 
and Dr. Howard in December. 
They are keeping a close watch 
on her. 

“I now tell everyone that I 
know how important it is to have 
a mammogram every year,” she 


said. “I am also a big supporter 
of anything that promotes cancer 
awareness.” 

With no cancer in her family 
history, it is possible that 
Williams’ cancer is a result of 
taking hormones. “They said 
it could be hormone grown,” 
she said. “The only medical 
conditions in our family history 
are diabetes and heart trouble, no 
history of breast cancer.” 

She might not be cancer free 
yet, but Williams is definitely 
on the road to recovery, both 
physically and mentally. 
“Everything has been good 
so far,” she reflected. “It is so 
important to keep the faith.”
